Bob Ingersoll Assails the Monopoly in 
Characteristic Style. 


How Democratic Civil Service Reform | an 
Works in Indiana.

~ WASHINGTON, March 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Dr. Norvin Green, president 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
addressed the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce on the Spooner Interstate 
Telegraph Bill. 

He said he did not appear to oppose a fair 
and reasonable enactment for the regula- 
tion of the telegraph. lf telegraph was 
commerce in a constitutional sense, and the 
Supreme Court had decided that its busi- 
ness is commerce, then there could be no 
question of the power of Congress to enact 
alaw such as that proposed. Ordinarily 
his company would desire to be let alone, 
but under the circumstances it was not 
averse to such an enactment as proposed 
with certain objectionable features stricken 
out. He was led to this conversion from 
the fact that his company owned and oper- 
ated perhaps seven-elghths of all the tele- 
graphs in the United. a and is, there- 
fore, an apparent mono While in 

sint of fact it has the exclu m ve franchises, 

t has no legal privileges that anybody else 
ponent get, but the telegraph has drifted 
into a combination, not from the grasping 
efforts of any one manor setoft men, but 
from the necessities of the laws of 8. 
Rates had been cheapened and business 
greatly improved in its facilities and in 
promptness of service. 

He said that there were gross popular er- 
rors regarding the maintenance of 2 telegraph 
property, He said the Government could 
not send messages for 10 cents and make 
the lines self-supporting. He believed that 
Western Union poopenty could not be du- 
plicated for its cost. 

Senator Cullom: Do you mean to say that 
yur property cost $80,000,000

Dr. Green continuing, said: There was

THE LAND SENSATION. 


THE -®XACT STATUS OF THE 
‘RALLKOAD LAND CASE. 


Old Settlers Will Not Be Bounced if 
They Take Proper Steps, at Once 
—How the Matter Now Stands— 
Their Only Hope. 


Much interest has been manifested in the 
public land question for the past few days, 
owing to the publication that large bodies 
of railroad land had been declargd forfeited, 
and bad reverted to the public domain, thus 
opening it up to entry under the land laws 
of the United States. The lands are situ- 
ated in Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties, and are very desirable. AS a 
consequence, the land office has been 
crowded for some days with applicants. 
While these lands have been thrown open 
to settlement, there are-some conditions 
attached, not known to the general public, 
and in order to get at the exact status of 
tne case, a Times reporter called on Mr. 
Bethune, register of the land office in this 
city, yesterday, for such information as he 
had on the subject. Mr. Bethane said that 
while it was true thata large amount otf 
land had been thrown open, being the for- 
feited grants of the Atiantic and Pacific and 
the Southern. Pacitie railroad os 
there were several points which had 
been overlooked that were necessary to 
a clear understanding of the situation, and 
to arrive afthis it was necessary to go back 
to the passage of the act making the grant, 
and to followit up. To begin, then, on 
the 27th of July, 1886, an act was passed 
by Congress granting the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company right of way, 
and certain lands from the Needles along 
the 35th parallel of latitude to the Pacific 
Ocean, which would be at San Buenaven- 
tura. When the Southern Pacific saw that 
this company was coming through, they got 
inserted a section authorizing them to con- 
nect with this line at or near the boundary 
line of California, with the same rights and 
wrivileges as the first-named company. 

Vhen the Texas Pacific bill passed, the 
Southern Pacific also secured the insertion 
of aclause authorizing them, for the  pur- 
pose of putting the road in connection with 
San Francisco, to connect at or near Teha- 
chipi Pass by way of Los Angeles with the 
Texas Pacific at or near Colorado Kiver, 

rovided that this section shal! not affect or 


Atlantic and Pacific conflicts with the 


within the prescribed time required by the 
act. Sofar, the whole question is per- 
fectly clear. But Congress foresaw that 
trouble was likely to arise out of this com- 
plication, and on March 3, 1887, with a view 
to protecting innocent purchase 
what is know asthe Railroad Adjustment 
Act, and it is under the fifth section of this 
act that complications are tiable to arise, if 
its provisions are not fully understood. 
This section is as follows: 

“That when any said company shall have 
sold to citizens of the United States, or to 

‘rsons who have deciared their intention to 
, me such citizens, asa part of its grant, 
lands not conveyed to or for the use of such 
company, said lands being the numbered 


company, it shall 
urchaser thereof 
from said company to make payment to the 
United States for said lands at the ordinary 
Government price for like lands, and there- 
upon patents shall issue therefor to the said 
bona fide eens, his heirs or assigns; 
provided, that all lands shall be exce ted 
from the provisions of this section, which 
at the date of such sales were in the bona 
fide occupation of adverse claimants under 
the Preémption or Homestead Laws of the 
United States, and whose claims and occu- 
pation have not since been voluntarily 
abandoned, as to which excepted lands the 
said preémption and homestead claims shall 
be permitted to perfect their proots and en- 
trees and to receive patent therefor; pro- 
vided, further, that this section shall not ap- 
ply to lands settled upon subsequent to the 
first day of December, 1882, by persons 
claiming to enter the same under the settle- 
ment laws of the United States, as to which 
jands the ies claiming the same as afore- 
said shall be entitied to prove up and enter 
as in other like cases,” 

Mr. Lamar, witen Seeretary of the Inte- 
rior, held that, under the provisions of this 
act, bona fide settlers have the first claim to 
purchase these lands at the Government 
rates, unless they have voluntarily aban- 
doned their claims, which of course acts as 
a bar to their entry by others than these set- 
tlers, if they so desire. This act was speci- 
ficaliy passed to p t the people who 
have developed these landg and to see that 
the work of years is not 16% to them. An- 
other class of settlers are also protected. 
By the last viso of the section above 
quoted, it will be seen that the settlement 
has been made subsequent to December 1, 
1-82, it will defeat the right of the purchase, 
whether said purchase was made prior to or 
Subsequent to December 1, 1882, and the 


This proviso is somewhat am- 
biguous, but the only reasonable construc- 
tion 1s that settlers between the years 1882 
and 1587 will have a prior claim to purchase 
the land from the Government, even to the 
exclusion of theoriginal ——~ whether 
made before or since that time. Thus it 
will be seen that there are several things 
which will have to be ascertained by par- 
ties desiring to locate these lands, if th 
lands have not been occupied, they can of? 
course be taken UP, but otherwise not, as it 
is the policy of .the Government to protect 
bona fide settlers, and their interests are 
guarded as above. |

LOS ANGELES BAR. 
Resolutions of Kespect Adopted Yes- 
rd 


terday. 

The members of the Los Angeles bar 
gathered yesterday morning in the cham- 
bers of Judge Hutton at 10 o’clock for the 
purpose of taking efficial cognizance of the 
death of Chief Justice M. R. Waite of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
Judge Hutten presided, and among other 
gentlemen present were K. F. Del Valle, 
G. Wiley Wells, C. C. Stephens, A. Brun- 
son, 8. R. Chapman, S. M. White and A. M. 
Stephens. Mr. Wells offered the following 
preamble and resolutions: 

“The lifé of the Chief Justice of the Su- 

reme Court of the United States having 
n suddenly brought to a close, and dgeem- 
ing it due no less to his own high character 
than to his exalted official position that the 
bench and baroft Los Angeles sbould offer 
their tribute of respect for the manner in 
which he has discharged the duties of his’ 
oftice, and the esteem in which his virtues 
are held, now, as an expression in some 
measure of the sorrow with which we have 
heard the announcement of his death, and 
our regard for his public and private virtues 
and profound wisdom, it is 

lved, that the melancholy intelli-/ 

ence of the death of our illustrious citizen 

orrison R. Waite, was received by the bar of 
Los Angeles with the deepest and most 
painful sensibility; his long, pure, brilliant 
aud patriotic services on the bench of the 
Supreme Court of the United States during 
the most trying period of our nation’s bis- 
tory; bis successful labors in the service of 
jurisprudence; his incorruptible integrity 
asaman anda jurist, have given him a 
place in the hearts of the bench and bar 
— wiil be cherished through future gener- 
ations. 

“Resolved, that out of respect to his 
memory, these resolutions be sp upon 
the minutes of the court, and that a copy _of 
the same with the proceedings be forwarded 
to Mrs. Justice Waite, and that this court 
now stand adjourned until tomorrow at 10 


o’clock a.m. 
“ (Signed) G. Winey WELLS, 
“STLPHEN M. WHITE, 
“A. M. STEPHENS, 
“J. S. CHAPMAN, 
“Committee on Resolutions.” 

The gentlemen ae having signified 
their concurrence in the above, Judge Hut- 
ton spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Bar: It is denied me 
to speak much from personal acquaintance 
of the life and character of the late Chief 
Justice. My personal acquaintance with 
him was extremely limited, but we of the 
lpaal profession are peculiarly favored witu 
‘Opportunities of knowing and appreciating 
the worth and merit of those who stand at 
the head of our profession and who are en- 
trusted with the duty of expounding the 
laws for the guidance of ourselves and of 
the people whose interests we -are called 
upon tg protect. 

“Itcannot therefore be said that Chief 
Justice Waite was unknown to any of us. 
We all knew him asthe man who for the 
last 14 years has occupied the highest attain- 
able oe in our profession, a position 
which, though nominally inferior to that of 
the President of the United States, is in 
reality more preferable to it, more exalted 
for itis one demanding a higher order o 
intellect, sounder judgment and greater 
purityjof character. 

“It must be conceded that any one pos- 
sessing allthe qualifications required of a 
Chief Justice could discharge the duties of 
the Chief Executive, whilst*on the other 
hance, one might be able with the assistance 
and advice of the beads of the several de- 
partments of the Government, to perform 
satisfactorily to the majority the functions 
of the Presidency, and yet be waolly un- 
fitted to preside over and participate in the 
deliberations and decisions of the highest 
court of this country. 

“To be permitted to judge is, under all 
circumstances, a serious as well as exalted 
privilege and duty, but to be permitted to 
sit as the Chiet Justice of the highest judi- 
cial tribunal of the Government of the 
United States, from which no ap or 
writ of error can be taken, is to perform in 
this world one of the exaited functions of 
omniscience, 

“If faithfully performed until death, as 
was done by the late Chief Justice, it 1s be- 
fitting that the lawyers and courts through- 
out the land take some action to evince their 
appreciation of the deceased and to record 
an expression o/ their regret at his death. 

“This you have fully expressed in theres- 
olutions presented. ~ 

“TI fully concur in all that is there written 
and what has been said in support of them. 

“It is therefore ordered that the resolu- 
tions be received and spread in full upon 
the minutes of this court, and that asa mark 
and token of respect for the late Chief Jus- 
tice Waite this department of the court do 
now stand adjourned until tomorrow at 10 
a.1n. 

Judge Gardiner also adjourned court as 
soon as pending business had been dis- 


posed. of. 

At the two justices’ courts adjournment 
jut also taken out of respect to the dead 

urist. 

The following resolution was read in Jus- 

tice ‘Taney’s court: 
* “The death of the Hon. Morrison R. 
Waite, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, has occasioned wide- 
spread regret. His integrity, breadth of 
mind and strength of character made him 
the worthy object of a nation’s sdmiration, 
and occasioned the extended sorrow which 
followed his demise. All whoare called 
upon to administer the law ~- # justly join 
in the vast funeral pageant which follows 
his remains to the grave. 

“It is therefore ordered,on motion of 
Stephen M. White, that this court stand ad- 
journed until March 29, 1883, at 8 o’clock a. 
m,, as a mark of respect to the memory of 
Morrison R. Waite, late Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States,”

CIPRICO’S CASE. 


His Testimony. 


Were Issued, 


Duly Doctored. 


Cracksman From the County Jail--Sprinter 
Bethune Escapes the Prosecalion 
_ Of the Pair Ida.

SAN Francisco, March 28.—[Special.] 
Ex-Surveyor Morton, formerly of this city, 
but now engaged in the real-estate business 
in Los Angeles, was examined before 


today in the case of Ferdinand D. Ciprico, 
charged with conspiracy in connection with 
the fraudulent landing of Chinese, while a 
custom officer. W. W. Whaley and E. W. 
McLean, charged jointly with Boyd and 
Ciprico in conspiracy, were a'so present 
with counsel. It is understood that the 
charge against McLean will not be pressed, 
but he will be used as a wituess against his 
colleagues. 

Mr. Morton testified that while he was 
Surveyor of the Pert of San Francisco, 
Ciprico and the persons indicted with him 
had been under his direction. Ciprico was 
Inspector of Customs and from 1883 to 1885 
was employed in issuing Chinese certificates 
and landing Chinawen. Witness had confi- 
dence in him and believed in his official ia- 
tegrity. On several occasions Ciprico re- 
ported irregularities in the landing of Chi- 
nese, and on one occasion said that an at- 
tew pt had been made to bribe him, and for 
this reason he asked to be relieved from 
duty inthe Chinese Bureau. An affidavit 
charging Ciprico with irregularities was 
made by Interpreter Hugo Huebler, and 
Collector Sears decided that under the cir- 
eumstances it would be best to, suspend 
Ciprico, pending aninvestigation. Witness 
investigated the case and could not substan- 
tiate the charges. When Special Agent 
Evans recommended to the department at 
Washington that the force be. reduced, 
Ciprico was one of those dropped. So far 
as witness knew MéLean and Whaley were 
geod men. 
Cross-examined: Mr. Morton stated that 
he was appointed in 1880, and took charge 
of the Chinese business as soon as the Re- 
striction Act went into effect. Certificates 
for departing Chinese were signed by the 
Deputy Collector and the cancelled certifi- 
cates were filed in the office of the Col- 
lecto:x. As Surveyor he (Morton) had noth- 
ing to do with this portion of the business 
except detailing men for the purpose. 
From August, 1884, to September, 1885, 
Deputy Surveyor Brown and Ciprico at- 
tended to the buik of the Chinese business. 
Huebler’s affidavit was made in September, 
and Inspector Hawes, who had been help- 
ing Ciprico, was charged with irregularities 
committed about the same time. Huebler 
was discharged soon after making the 
charges. Witness made inquiry as to his 
reputation and found it very bad. No 
other charges, so far as witness: knew, were 
mad eagainst Ciprico except those of Huebler 
and Hawes. Witness was generally present 
on vessels when the examination of 
Chinese was going on, but didn’t stay 
until the examination was finished. In the 
absence of himself and Deputy Surveyor 
Brown, Ciprico “had a right to land men, 
and hundreds of certificates were taken up 
by that officer when witness was not pres- 
ent. The supposition was that these certifi- 
cates were cancelled, and he had never 
heard of Ciprico allowing Chinamen to 
land on white tags or on certificates that 
had evidently been cancelled. Ciprico had 
complained to him, on the contrary, that 
the courts were landing men who had no 
right here,

THE LAST RITES. 


Impressive Services—The Ke- 
mains of the Dead Jurist 
Taken to Toledo. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The remains of the late 
Chief Justice Waite were removed from the 
family residence to the Capito! at 11:30 this 
‘morning. They were accompanied by his 
rele ‘ives, the Associate Justices and their 
families, officiating clergymen, officers of 
the Supreme Court, representatives of dif- 
ferent bodies of which deceased was a 
member, and numerous friends. There 
were no services at the house, and the ar- 
rangements were of the simplest and quiet- 
est character. The Senate met at 11:30, 
and after prayer by the Chaplain proceeded 
to the Hall of the House to attend the 
funeral of the late Chief Justice, . 
IN THE HOUSE. 

As early as 11 o’clock this morning the 
galleries of the House were crowded with 
spectators anxious to observe the funeral 
services over the remains of the Late Chief 
Justiee. Over every doorway were hea 
draperies of black, and folds of the Ameri- 
can flag which hangs over the Speaker’s 
chair were tastefully caught up with the 
Same emblems. in the s in front of 
the Clerk’s desk were arranged chairs for 
the accommodation of relatives and friends 
of deceased, che President and his Cabine 
Justices of the Supreme Court and funera 
committees of Congress. The front rows 
of desks of members were reserved for 
Senators, whilein the back of the hall the 
space was filled with chairs for the accomo- 
dation of invited friends and members. 
Promptly at 11:30 the Speaker called the 
Liouse to order. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Dr. Cuthbert. The business of the House 
was then suspended, while its officers car- 
ried in the bier and placed it in front of the 
Clerk’s 

IMPOSING SCENES. 
At 11:40 the Senate was announced, and 
all members remained standing while the 
Senators took the places assigned them. 
The regents of the Smithsonian Institute, 
judges of the Court of Claims and of the 
Supreme District Court of the District of 
Columbia, District Commissioners, Diplo- 
matic Corps, oflicers of the United States 
Supreme Court, and department  eangeen 
and many members of the bar of the Su- 
reme Court, were escorted to seats upon 
he floor. A few minutes before noon Mrs.

Shortly afterward the President and 
his Cabinet were announced, and hundreds 
of people, who had by this time secured 
seats in the hall, rose in respectful attention 
as the distinguished guests were esco to 
their seats. ‘Every member of the Cabinet 
was present, and with them entered Gen, 
Sheridan, who was clad in full uniform. In 
a few minutes afterward the Congressional 


committee entered, followed by Bishop 
Paret reading, *“‘The Lord ve and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed be the name 


of the Lord,’ as the casket inclosing the re- 
mains of the deceased was e into the 
chamber and placed upon the bier. The 
ers of the casket were all employés of 
the Supreme Court, and behind them, at- 
rOary pa the justices of the 
rThe casket was tastefully adorned with 
crosses, palm branches, aud with a floral 
tribute of roses and lilies, 
THE SERVICES. 

The impressive burial service of the 
Episcopal Church was then read by Bishop 
Paret. music being rendered by achoir of 
18 voices. The solemnity of the occasion 
was heightened when, as Bishop Paret read 
the Aposties’ Creed,the vast audience arose 
of their own accord and joined in the sol- 
emn recitation of faith. 
At the conclusion of the services the cas- 
ket was borne from the chamber and the 
ceremonies in the House were closed. The 
House at 12:45 adjourned and the Senate re- 

ired to its chambers and immediately ad- 
louuned. In the corridor, immediately out- 
side the House, a procession was formed 
and the remains were slowly borne to the 
hearse.. The funeral party was immediately 
driven to the depot. 
On the arrival of the procession at the Bal- 
timore and Potomac station the casket was 
laced on a raised, crape-covered p.iatform, 
n a combination car at-the rear of the train. 
The family and friends and committee of 
Congress were shown to cars set apart for 
each, and at 2 o’cleck the train moved out 
of the station.
